RAILROAD RILL 


Senate Accepts Amendment 
Regulating Injunction. 


IT AFFECTS STATE LAWS 


Democrat* Ask For Time to Consider 


Change Before Final Vate Is Taken. 


Other Modifications Made. 


Washington. .Tun* 3.—But for tho 
fact that Senator Overman, of North 
Carolina, succeeded in having the sen­ 
ate incorporate in the railroad bill a 
provision 
regulating injunction 
pro­ 
ceedings affecting state laws, the sen­ 
ate probably would have voted on the 
railroad hill yesterday. 
The 
acceptance of that provision 
had the effect of inclining some Demo­ 
cratic senator* more favorably to the 
bill and of causing the Democratic 
side of the chamber to request an op­ 
portunity 
for 
consultation 
before 
reaching the voting stage on the final 
passage. 
Accordingly the vote was 
postponed to permit a Democratic con­ 
ference. 
Just before the adjournment for the 
day Senator Elkina gave notice that at 
the proper time he would ask the sen­ 
ate to substitute the senate bill for the 
house bill. 
He succeeded in having adopted an 
amendment postponing for sixty days 
after its passage the time when the 
proposed law shall go into effect. The 
suggestion was not received with gen­ 
eral favor, and on a rol call vote re­ 
ceived a majority of o ily seven, the 
vote standing 32 to 25. 


Beep* of Injunction Amendment. 
The Overman 
provision covers a 
subject broader than transportation. 
It provides that no interlocutory in­ 
junction suspending or restraining the 
execution of any statute of a state by 
restraining the action of any officer of 
such state in the enforcement of such 
statute shall be issued by any federal 
judge tipos the ground of unconstitu­ 
tionality, unless the application shall 
be presented to a justice of the su­ 
preme court or to a circuit judge, and 
•hall be heard by three judges. 
The only objection expressed to the 
amendment 
was that 
its operation 
would not be limited to railroads, but 
there was a considerable vote against 
it, the ballot resulting 33 ayen to 23 
noes 
The 
provision 
heretofore adopted 
placing interstate telegraph and tele­ 
phone lines under the supervision and 
control of the interstate 
commerce 
commission, was enlarged in compli­ 
ance with a suggestion by Senator La 
Follette, who presented the original 
amendment. As it now stands it pro 
vldes 
that 
telegraph and telephone 
charges shall be just and reasonable 
and authorizes the commission to de­ 
termine when they are not so Special 
night rates and special rates on press 
dispatches are authorized. Telegraph 
passes are prohibited to all persons. 
The penalty for disobeying this pro­ 
vision is fixed at from $100 to 92000. 
Senator Hughes, of Colorado, was 
among those who had an amendment 
accepted. 
His provision give to the 
•hippe rtbe right to choose a line com­ 
peting with a part of the through 
route by which his shipment was licit 
eel. 
It exempts the original carrier 
from all responsibility for damage sus­ 
tained on other than its own line 
however. 
Mr. Simmons sought, though Inef 
fectuslly. to have his physical valua 
tion provision inserted. It was voted 
down 3b to 32. Senator ^ F o llette suc­ 
ceeded with two or three amendments, 
but failed in an effort to obtain for 
shippers the right to bring suit in the

JUDGING A 
GOOD HORSE 


According to David Buffum, an ex­ 
pert breeder of horses, the first thing 
to learn in the science of horseman 
ship is the fine points of a good horse. 
In Farm and Fireside he says that the 
most important part of a horse and 
the first thing to examine is Hie 
horse’s feet and legs, for if lie Is defi­ 
cient in this respect no superiority iii 
other points and no qualities in breed 
lug or disposition can offset it 
The 
best chair or table In the wm*ld Is use 
less lf It has only three or two legs. 
For these points the feet of (he 
horse should be symmetrical, neither 
too deep nor too fiat. but if falling In 
either respect they had better be too

deep than too flat. It may ofteu ball­ 
pen that nu soft and level country 
roads a flat foot may not occasion 
much trouble, but It Is bad on hard 
roads or iii cities and is in all cases a 
Infect in conformation. 
The limbs should be clean—that Is. 
free from fleshiness—but have plenty 
of bone and substance. T h e fore legs 
should be relatively short from the 
fetlock Joint up to Hie knee and long 
from tile knee up to the horse s body. 
This Is a very important |>oiut, as no 
burse was ever good for much on the 
road w hose knees were too high up. 
The hind legs should be flat as well 
as clean. 
This excessive cleanness 
goes with highly bred horses und Is to 
lie Insisted on iii all horses that pro]*- 
erly belong iii that class, such as thor­ 
oughbreds, trotters, hackneys, etc. In 
colder blooded horses we should de­ 
mand at least a reasonable approach 
to It. 
Tile gambrel Joint should la* 
strong and well developed, near alen 
der or “dandified," and it is also desir­ 
able to have It relatively near the 
ground, though this is not as impor­ 
tant as tile position of the fore knee 
The horse should stand square on 
his legs tv 1th his feet well under him. 
mil his (loofs should be straight fore 
iud aft, neither toeing in nor toeing 
>ut. 
For the body of the horse the back 
should l*e short. 
The hind quarters should be well 
developed, with the hip Joints well 
forward. 
The rump should not Is* 
straight, 
but 
rather 
straight 
than 
drooping—that Is, the line from tile 
top of the hl|*s to the root of the tall 
should be only moderately oblique. 
The shoulders should t*e slanting, tux 
upright, aud the withers reasonably 
high. 
This conformation 
makes 
ii 
strong us well as elegant shoulder. 
The ln*dy should be nicely rounded, 
neither gaunt nor “potbellied,” aud 
should la* ribt»ed well tip toward the 
hips. 
The chest should be deep rather than 
wide, giving large lung capacity. 
The neck should lie free from undue 
fleshiness. 
It may be either long or 
short, as far as utility Is concerned, 
the long, of course, being touch more 
elegant and therefore to be preferred 
on well bred horses. 
In either ease 
It should In* lieut a little Just before 
tile |K»int where It Jolua the head, so 
as to give the conformation that we 
ctll “clean cut iu the throttle," a 
structure that gives the breathing ap­ 
paratus free play. 
The head lu well bred horse* should 
be small and almost as dean aud bony 
as the limbs 
The face line viewed 
from the side should be straight, not 
aquiline. 
The forehead should bi* fiat 
between the eyes. 
The eyes should In* 
of medium size, set well apart from 
each other aud not too near the top of 
the head, aud the head w lieu viewed 
front the front should slant in a little 
from the eyes upward. 
The ears 
should be fine, thin aud poluted aud 
of medium length, aud they should t*e 
so set on that when i*ointed forward 
they are parallel, not slanting apart. 
These |*oiiits of equine perfection 
ara absolute, aud therefore they apply 
to all kinds of horses. 
In judging 
horses of different types the difference 
must be in tile application, not in the 
standard Itself, for a good horse must 
be homogeneous In Ids makeup, every 
part Iii harmony with other parts, aud 
every part must have such modifica­ 
tion and proportion as conduces to that 
end.
